A PROCLAMATION 


For the Prizes of Victuals within the Verge of His Majeſties Houſhold. 


CHARLES R. 


Ye Hereas in Our Paſſages thꝛough divers parts of Dur Realm, Neceſsity requireth that 

aqa great number of Dur Subjects, not onely Noblemen and others attending Dur Ser⸗ 

vice, but others fo2 their neceſſary occaſions, ſhall frequent thoſe places where in Dur 

Royal Perſon We ſhall reſoꝛt; and it is requiſit that competent Pꝛoviſion be made, 

O that they be not erpoſed to the intolerable avarice of Bakers, Bꝛewers, Jnholders, 

2 Butchers, and Sellers of Uictual, who, not contented with reaſonable P2ofit in Utter- 

ng and Selling of Uictual within Dur Dominions , and ſpecially within the Uerge of 

Dur Houſhold, will (as We have cauſe to doubt) unlawfully Exact and Demandunreaſonable and ex⸗ 
tream Pꝛizes foꝛ Uictuals, Hozſmeat, Lodging, and other Netellaries, above the P2izes they were ſold at 
befoze Dur coming to thoſe parts: Therefoze to pꝛevent the extream Eraction by the foꝛeſaid Uictuallers, 
and others, towards Dur Servants, Train, and Suiters attending Dur Court, whereſoever We make 
Dur abode, nothing reſpecting Dur Pꝛerogative, no2 the Laws of Dur Realm, Dur Will and Plea- 
ſure is, and by the Advice of the Loꝛds and others of Dur Pꝛiby Council, We do hereby ſtraitly Charge 
and Command, That all perſons do obey and keep all ſuch Pꝛizes, as is and ſhall be Pꝛized, Allelſed, and 
Rated by the Clerk of the Parket of Dur Houſhold, o2 his lawtul Deputy, upon the Pꝛeſentment of 
Juroꝛs, by vertue of his Dffice, ſwoꝛn and charged from time to time, as well within Liberties as with- 
out, within the Ueroe of Dur Houſhold : Thich Bates and P213es We will, not onely ſhall be certified 
by Dur ſaid Clerk of the Market, oꝛ his Deputy, into Dur Tompting-honſe, but alſo fizedand ſet upon the 
Gates of Dur Court, and other places within the Merge. as well within Liberties as without; and that no 
manner of perſon oꝛ perſons, of what Eſtate oz Degree ſoever he o2 they be, do in any wiſe, ask, demand, 
take, receive, o2 pap moze fo2 Cozn, Uictuals, Hoꝛſmeat, Lodging, oꝛ any other ſuch thing, then after the rate 
and foꝛm afozeſaid, upon pain of impziſonment, fine; and ſuchturther puniſhment that ſhall thereof follow, 
And mozeover We do ſtraitly charge and cominand, that no manner of perſon oꝛ perſons, now ufing, 02 
which accuſtomably have uſed o2 ſhall uſe, o2 of right ought to uſe, to ſerve any City, Bozough, Town, oꝛ 
other place where Dur Repoſe o2 Reſidence ſhall be, oꝛ elſewhere within the Uerge of Dur Houſhold, either 
within Liberties oꝛ without, with any kind of Coꝛn o2 Uictuals, oꝛ other Neceſſaries, either upon the 
Market day, oꝛ at any other time, ſhall be any thing the moze remiſs oz lack in bꝛinging oꝛ felling their Pꝛo⸗ 
'viſion, then they oz any of them heretofoze habe been; noꝛ ſhall uſe any colour of Craft, either in hiding oꝛ 
laying aſide their Cozn, Mictuals, Hozſmeat, Lodgings, oz any other ſuchneceſſaries whereby the P2ovi- 
Hon of the Parket may be diminiſhed, oꝛ We and Dur Servants, and other Subjects ſhould not be as 
well ſerved, and as plenteoully furniſhed in every behalf, as it was befoze, oꝛ of right ought to have been, 
in defraudof this Dur D2dinance. And kurthermoze We ſtraitly charge and command all Dur Dffi- 
ters of Dur G2een-cloth, Dur Juſtices of Peace, Dur Clerk of the Market, his Deputy oꝛ Deputies, 
Mapoꝛs, Bailiffs, Sheriffs, Conſtables, and all other Dur Dfficers of Cities, Bozoughs, Towns, Hun- 
dꝛeds, and other places within the Uerge of Dur Houſhold, whereſoever the ſame ſhall be, as well with- 
in Liberties as without, and every of them, from time to time, when and as often as need ſhall require, 
to make diligent inquiry ol Coꝛn, G2ain, and other Uictual that ſhall be hidden oꝛ withdzawon from the 
Markets, withpurpoſe to increaſe the P213es, and to cauſe the ſame to be put to ſale by the Owners there- 
ol: and upon complaint by any party juſtly made, every of them within their Authozities, foꝛthwith ſhall 
endeavour themſelves to ſee juſt puniſhment, and due refo2mation of the Pꝛemiſles, againſt ſuch perſon oz 

-perſons as ſhall offend herein, attoꝛding to Juſtice.
